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PREFACE. 



Since 1865 I have been collecting the records of the Bidwell 
Family for this work. At first I thought only of my own direct 
ancestors, but in obtaining information of them I became acquainted 
with many of the name and all seemed interested in their genealogy, 
so concluded to trace all the descendants of John Bidwell the 
emigrant, that could be found. With this object in view have exam- 
ined many volumes of books, hundreds of volumes of town, probate, 
church and other records, and have when possible, called upon 
different families and talked with the older members, but the family 
being so scattered, most of the records of the four latest generations 
have been collected by correspondence. The record is very far 
from being complete but it had become bulky and difficult to manage 
in the manuscript and all seemed anxious to have it printed, as it is, 
I would esteem it a favor if all who detect the slightest error or 
omission will let me know of it, as I shall still endeavor to make it 
more complete and may publish a supplement. 

Many wonder why I should spend so much time and money upon a 
record of this kind and have thought I must be working to obtain some 
long forgotten property ; and a few have refused to send any informa- 
tion on this account, as I could not convince them to the contrary. 
I can only say that at first this work was taken up without any knowl- 
edge of its magnitude, that it was done as a pastime during vacations 
from business and that I probably inherited a liking for work of this 
kind. All are interested in preserving the history and records of 
their ancestors, in knowing how they lived, what their occupations 
were and other facts about them ; the eldest of each family delight 
in relating to children and grandchildren incidents that occurred to 
them, their parents or grandparents, and these incidents are care- 
fully remembered for several generations but are at last forgotten. 
For the purpose of preserving these incidents and more especially 
the dates of births, marriages and deaths, this record has been pub- 
lished. 
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BIDWELLS IN ENGLAND. 



The Saxon name was Biddulph, meaning War Wolf; one of the 
oldest castles is the Biddulph castle in Norfolk Co., England; it was 
built about 1066, and tradition says one of William the Conqueror's 
generals married the Biddulph heiress of that time and assumed her 
name. From Biddulph the following names are derived : Bedewelle, 
Bydewell, Bidewell, Bidwell, Bedwell, Bidwill, Bidwelle, Bidle, Bid- 
die, Bidel, Biddel, Bidden, Biddol, Biddolland Biddulps; Bedell may 
also have come from Biddulph. Those now in use seem to be Bidwell, 
Bedwell, Biddle and Biddulph. The only means of tracing the name 
in England has been from English histories in libraries here, but I have 
concluded that Norfolk county is where the name originated ; there- 
fore give brief extract of history of Thetford of this county by 
Bloomfield. " Tedford, Tetford, TefFord, Theford and Thetford, 
as it is now called was formerly a place of great renown and now to 
be taken notice of by its great antiquity — meaning the ford or the 
inlet into Norfolk. It was first settled by the Gauls about fifty years 
B. C, and taken by the Romans under Claudius in 46 A. D. At 
that time Norfolk Co., was known as the country of the Iceni. In 
the year 435 A. D., the Romans were exported by Gallio for the 
service of France and having buried their treasures and bereft 
Britain of her youth by frequent musters, they left her incapable of 
defense and a prey to the Picts and Scots. In 866 the chief Danish 
army wintered at Thetford, having been thirty years or more in obtain- 
ing a foothold on the island, and so terrified the inhabitants that they 
made peace with them. The English drove the Danes out and took 
possession of Thetford in 925 after twenty years hard fighting and held 
the place until 991, when the Danes again came across the channel 
and after subduing part of the island, collected £16,000 as a con- 
dition of their leaving it in peace. The next year the English were 
compelled to pay £20,000, and after that the amount increased every 
year until it reached £40,000. When the English rebelled and after 
fighting seven years were subdued and remained under Danish rule

until 1042, when Edward, surnamed the Confessor, came from Nor- 
mandy and was elected King." In 1400 Sir Wm. Berdewelle is 
mentioned as having given a legacy, etc. In 1426 lands were let at 
Gasthorp to Robert Berdewelle, Esq., at 20 shillings per annum. 
Mr. Thomas Bidwell is mentioned as an alderman and ex-mayor of 
Thetford. 

Rose's Biographical Dictionary, vol. 3, has the following : 
" Wm, Bed well, a learned divine and topographical writer .of the 
reign of James ist. He was concerned in the revised translation 
of the Scriptures, published in that reign. He was educated in the 
University of Cambridge and Fuller thinks (Church History, book 
10, page 45) that he was at St. John's College. He took orders 
and had the living of St. Ethelburgh in the city of London, conferred 
on him in 1601, and was made vicar of Tottenham in 1607. He 
died 5 May, 1632, at the age of 70 and is buried in the church at 
Tottenham with an epitaph which still remains, in whicl: it is said 
that ' he was one of King James' translators of the Bible ; and for 
the eastern tongues as learned a man as most who lived in these 
modern times.' " He published "Kalendanum Viatorium Generale or 
The Traveller's Callender ; serving generally for all parts of the 
world, 8vo., 1614." '^ Mohammedis Impostman, whereunto is an- 
nexed the Arabian Tredgmin V. to 1615." " A brief description of 
the Town of Tottenham High Cross in Middlesex; 4to, 1631." In this 
last work is given a copy of a very ancient ballad " The Tournament 
of Tottenham " which was printed also in Percy's Reliques of Ancient 
English Poetry. Bedwell printed the ballad from a manuscript in 
possession of Geo. Wither the poet, which manuscript containing 
the earliest copy known of this singular ballad, is now in the public 
library at Cambridge and Mr. Wright who ascertained the identity 
has lately given from it a more authentic copy than that of Bedwells. 
Wood speaks of Bedwell as the only person in England of his time 
who understood Arabic and Mr. Gough says he translated the Koran 
into English. He was an early friend and patron of Henry Jacob 
who v;as also noted for his Oriental studies. The Album of Bed- 
well was in the collection of manuscripts made in the dUrly part of 
the last century by Dr. Maero. R. A. Davenport in Dictionary of 
Biography, page 77, gives the following : " William Bedell a divine 
eminent for piety, learning and benevolence, was born at Black 
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First Generation. 21 

Notty in Essex, England, educated in Cambridge, and travelled into 
Italy, where he became the friend of the celebrated Father Paul. 
After his return to England he obtained church preferment, and in 
1629 was made bishop of Kilmore in Ireland ; he held that See till 
the breaking out of the icbellion when he was ejected, but was not 
injured, his virtues having acquired universal esteem ; he died in 
1641, The rebels fired a volley over his grave in honor of him and 
exclaimed ' May the last of the English rest in peace." '

as above. 

Bidwell of Thetford. Gyronny of 4 Or and Gule : 4 roundles 
each charged with as many martlets, all counter-charged. Crest a 
martlet proper.

prove the contrary. Extract from History of the Settlement of 
Windsor, Conn. " In 1630 not less than 17 ships arrived in Massa- 
chusetts Bay, bringing some 1500 or 1700 emigrants. Dorchester, 
Watertown, Roxbury^ Medford and Weymouth were rapidly settled 
by the new comers. Foremost among these colonies of 1630 both 
as regards the character of its members and the date of its arrival, 
was the one which settled at Dorchester and afterwards removed to 
Windsor, Conn. It had been formed mostly from the western 
counties of England early in the spring of 1629, by the exertion of 
the Rev. John White, of Dorchester, whose zeal and labors fairly 
entitle him to the appellation of the great patron of New England 
emigration." Great pains were taken to construct this company of 
such materials as should compose a well ordered settlement, con- 
taining all the elements of an independent community. Two 
devoted ministers, Messrs. Maverick and Wareham were selected, not 
only with a view to the spiritual welfare of the plantation, but espe- 
cially that their efforts might bring the Indians to the knowledge of 
the gospel. Two members of the government chosen by the free- 
men or stockholders of the company in London assistants or directors, 
Messrs. Rosseter and Ludlow, men of character and education, were 
joined to the association that their counsel and judgment might aid 
in preserving order and founding the social structure upon the surest 
basis. Several gentlemen past ntiddle life with adult families and 
good estate were added. But a large portion of active, well trained 
young men either just married or without families, were the persons 
upon whom the severe trials of a new settlement were expected to 
devolve. On the 20th March, 1630, this company of 140 persons 
embarked at Plymouth,' Eng., in the ship called the Mary and John, 
a vessel of 400 tons burden and commanded by Capt. Squeb. On 
the Lord's day 30 May, 1630, their good ship came to anchor on the 
New England coast. Their destination was the Charles river but 
an unfortunate misunderstanding which arose between the captain 
and his passengers resulted in the latter being put ashore at Nantasket 
now Hull, where they were obliged to shift for themselves as best 
they could. Ten of the male passengers setting off in a boat in 
search of the promised land, reached Charlestown neck where they were 
kindly received by an old planter who gave them a dinner of '' fish 
without bread.'* Thus scantily refreshed they passed up the Charles 
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river to what is now Watertown; here they passed two or three 
days, when they returned to the main part of the company who had 
found a good pasture ground for their cattle at Mattapan, now known 
as Dorchester Neck or South Boston. Their settlement was named 
Dorchester in honor of the Rev. Mr. White of Dorchester, Eng., 
which had also been the home of several of their number. Shortly 
after their arrival they were threatened with famine, during this time 
they obtained corn from the Indians in trade for trinkets ; ships also 
arrived from Holland, Ireland and Virginia. In 1631 Wahquimacut 
2 Connecticut river sachem, visited Boston and Plymouth and tried 
very hard to induce the English to make a settlement upon the 
Connecticut river, but without success. In September, 163 1, John 
Oldham with three others from Dorchester travelled to Connecticut 
and were kindly received by the chiefs who gave them a valuable 
present of beaver skins. In the fall of 1633 the Plymouth trading: 
company sent out a large new bark in charge of Mr. Holmes; he 
had on board the frame of a house and materials for its erection ; 
sailing up the Connecticut he suddenly found himself under the gunr. 
of a Dutch ford or Hartford, called the house of Good Hope. The 
Dutch ordered him to stop^ but he proceeded on his way to a place 
just below the mouth of the Tunxis or Farmington river in the 
present town of Windsor, where he erected the house and fortified it 
at once with palisades. This was the first house built by the English 
in Connecticut. It stood about two miles south-east of the ist Con- 
gregational church on the river bank, about 20 rods from the point 
of land extending down the river near the western shore. The 
Dutch protested against their occupation of the land but Holmes 
paid no attention to it. In the early part of Nov., 1633, ^^'^ ^"^ 
two companions from Massachusetts visited Connecticut for the 
purpose of trade, but found the Indians suffering so severely from 
small pox that they were unable to do anything; they therefore re- 
turned Jan., 1634. Hall and Oldham acquainted the Dorchester 
settlers of the rich bottom lands of the Connecticut and their land 
being so barren and rocky they resolved to move. In June, 1635, 
a company of Dorchester men set out for the Connecticut river to 
select a location and make preparations for a settlement. Upon 15 
Oct., 1635, about 60 men, women and children set forth from Dor- 
chester for Connecticut, th^ir furniture, etc., was sent around by 
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water. The compass was their only guide through the wil- 
derness and encumbered as they were the trip took two weeks. 
After their arrival the provisions gave out and they were forced 
to start for Massachusetts through the woods and by water. 
Seventy went by water and reached Massachusetts in five days 
almost starved. Thirteen started through the woods and reached 
Massachusetts Bay after ten days ; the remainder, who staid during 
the winter at Windsor lived upon acorns, grain, etc. Early in 
March, it36, Connecticut was set apart as a colony under a com- 
mission granted by the general court of Massachusetts. Upon the 
1 6 April, 1636, the survivors of the company returned to Con- 
necticut. Their settlement was called Dorchester and name changed 
to Windsor 1637, from Windsor, Eng. 

Extract from History of Settlement of Hartford, Conn. : 

On the 15 Oct., 1635, the colony left Boston with their horses, 
cattle and swine and commenced their journey through the wilderness 
to the Connecticut river. After a tedious and difficult march through 
the swamp and rivers and over mountains and rough ground ; they 
arrived safely at their destination ; but they had lost so much time in 
passing rivers, etc., that winter was upon them before they were 
prepared. By the 15 Nov., the cold was so intense that the river 
was frozen over and the snow very deep. By the ist Dec, the 
provisions gave out and famine and death stared them in the face. 
Some started through the wilderness for Boston, but the greater 
number upon the 3 Dec, took passage on the Rebecca, a vessel of 
60 tons, but she ran aground on the bar at the mouth of the river 
and they were obliged to unload to get her ofF. After this they 
reached Boston in five days. Those that remained at Hartford just 
managed to keep from starving by the help of the Indians and eating 
acorns, etc. Hartford was called by the Indians Suckiage ; by the 
Dutch on the point in 1633 the Huise (or House) of Good Hope; and 
by the English on their arrival to form a settlement in 1636 New- 
town. This was changed to Hartford by the court 21 Feby., 1636.

John Wilcox d. before Oct., 1666, his wife was Mary. John 
Bidwell was sole executor of his mother-in-law \ her will dated 
Hartford, 4 March, 1668-9. 

He was an early settler at Hartford and had four acres of land 
allotted him in the division of lands there in 1639. In 1640 he had 
a house lot north of Mary Betts, south of Seth Grant and west of 
John Skinner on the east side of IVumbull street near Pearl in Hart- 
ford, He owned a lan yard on an island in Little river, in what is 
now Bushnell's Park, south of Nathaniel Richards' house lot in 1640. 
In 1666 he had land allotted him at East Hartford ^ his name is 
upon the monument erected in memory of the first settlers at Hart- 
ford. He was, 9 Nov., 1670, " freed from Training, Watching and 
Wardeing by the town of Hartford," see page 102, vol. 3, of Pro- 
bate Records at office of Secretary of State, Hartford. From the 
original records of the 2d or Centre street church, I find that John 
and his wife Sarah were original members, date Feb., 1672. Colonial 
Records of Connecticut, 1665 to 1677, page iii: At the court 
held at Hartford, 13 May, 1669, " It being granted to Joseph Bull 
and John Bidwell the sum of 200 acres of land in the next commons 
to the place where their baw Mill stands, with liberty to take timber 
out of the common for the improvement of their saw mill as their 
need shall require." Same records, page 518 : In a list of the free- 
men of Hartford on the north side of the (Little ?) river taken 13 
Oct., 1669, John Bidwell, Sr., in mentioned. 
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Probate Court Records, vol. 2, pages 194 and 195 (at office of 
Secretary of State, Hartford) : At a court held at Hartford, 26 May, 
1663, John Bidwell (Biddol) and Abigail Olcot, plaintiffs, contra 
Thomas Spencer, defendant, in an action of trespass and unjust 
molestation in that he hath wrought upon their lands without their 
leave and against Bidulps express desire to ye damage of X30. Page 
195 : In the action of Mrs Abigail Olcott, plaintiff, and Thomas 
Spencer, Jr., defendant, in an action of trespass and unjust molestation 
in that he wrought upon her land without her leave to the damage 
of X20. The jury find for the plaintiffs i shilling damage and cost 
of court. Vol 3, page 2 : At a court held 4 June, 1663, John 
Bidwell is mentioned as having commenced an action against Thomas 
Spencer in the last court. Page 146 : A special court held at Hart- 
ford 1st Feb., 1674, by order from the governor and assistants. Mr. 
John Leads, plaintiff, contra John Bidwell, defendant. In an action 
for not rendering account of the sale of Ketch (Schooner) " Adven 
ture " built at Wcthersfield and for not delivering to the said Leads his 
part of the produce of the said Ketch to the damage of <£ioo. Page 
151 : Court held 2 March, 1675, John Bidwell, ^XdixnixS contra^ Hugh 
Mould, defendant. In an action of debt with damage to the value 
of £17, upon attachment the defendant acknowledged a judgment of 
court against himself for the debt above mentioned, the just debt of 
plaintiff being £15, withdrawn in court. Same page : John Bidwell, 
plaintiff, contra Joseph Butlar, defendant. In an action of debt due 
by Butlar and accounts to the value of £18 upon attachment, with- 
drawn in court. Vol. 4, page 133, Probate Records of Hartford, 1 
Sept., 1687 : An inventory of the estate of John, Sr., together with 
his last will and testament was exhibited in court, and oath made 
there unto by his relict and widow Pitkin and the court aceeptcd 
the same and ordered it to be recorded. 



John Bidwell last Will and Testament. 

In the name of God Amen. I, John Bidwell of Hartford, in 
New England, being under some infirmity of body but of good 
memory and understanding considering my own fraylty and mortality, 
doe make this my last Will & Testament, hereby revoking and uterly 
nulling all other & former Wills & Testaments whatsoever. 
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Imp' I doe committ my spirit into the hands of God as my 
faythfuU creato' hoping for salvation through the grace & merits of 
Christ Jesus my redeemer, and my body to comely christian Buriall 
at the discression of my Executors hereafter named, when the Lord 
shall pledge to put an end to my naturall life, & as for that portion 
of worldly goods which the Lord have been pleased to bestow on 
me. I doc dispose thereof in manner following : 

First my will is that all my just debts & funerall charges be duely 
pay** & discharged, allso my will is & I doe hereby bequeath unto 
my son John Biddoll & his heirs forever, my lott in the swamp on 
the east side Connecticutt River, being about two acres & a halfc 
lyeing between Thomas Bunce his land & the land of Goodman 
Easton, as allso I doe give & confirme unto him & his heires forever 
all my lands & buildings & appurtenances of them whatsoever which 
lye or are in the Township of Hartford on the west side of Con- 
necticutt River. 

Allso I give unto my son Joseph Bidwell the sume of Thirty pounds 
in currant pay of this Colony^ Twenty pounds thereof to be pay** 
within two years after my decease & Ten pounds to be pay** him for 
the use of his children after my wives decease. 

Allso I give unto my sonn Samuel Bidwell Twenty pounds, Ten 
pounds in currant country pay to be pay** him within two years 
after my decease & Ten pounds in like pay to be pay** him for the 
use of his children after my wives decease. 

Allso I give to each of my Two daughters Sarah House & Hannah 
Waddams Twenty pounds a piece to be pay** Ten pounds to each of 
them within Two years after my decease, & the other Ten pounds 
apiece to be pay** to them for the use of their children after the 
decease of my wife, all to be pay** in currant pay of this country. 

Allso I give unto my daughter Mary Meekins the one halfe of my 
upper lott in the swamp, lyeing south of Ozais Goodwins land 
thereby & the other halfe of it I give to my Grand son John Meekins 
to be them & their heires forever. Onely my will is that my wife 
shall have the one halfe of that lot during her life, & that John 
Meekins shall not have the halfe of that lot unless he lives with me 
or my wife, untill he be Twenty years of age if myself or wife doc 
live soe long. 
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Allso my will is that my beloved wife Sarah Bidwell shall have all 
my household goods & stufFe whatsoever to be at her disspose forever 
& I doe moreover give her the one halfe part of all my Estate what- 
soever that is not before disposed of both lands, houseing chattels, 
cattell or any other thing whatever it be, to be for her proper use 
dureing her naturall life & no longer & if it shall seem good to my 
say** wife at any time to leave that part of the houseing & lands & 
Cattell which I have given her dureing her life as before unto my 
son Daniel Bidwell then I doe give her eight pounds by the year out 
of the lands houseing & cattell to be pay*^ her in currant pay of this 
colony by my son Daniel Bidwell or whosoever enjoyeth the say** 
lands, houses,' chattels & cattell. 

Allso I doe give & bequeath the other halfe of my whole Estate 
not before disposed of both lands, houseing, chattels cattell & every 
other thing not before disposed of unto my say** son Daniel Bidwell 
& his heires forever, allso I doe in like maner give unto him his 
heires & assigns forever after the decease of my beloved wife, the 
other halfe Df my Estate which was before given my wife for & 
during her naturall life. 

Allso I doe hereby make my beloved wife Sarah Bidwell & my son 
Daniel Bidwell to be the Executors of this my last Will and Testa- 
ment, & I doe desire my loving friend Mr. John Crow to be overseer 
of the same for confirmation & establishment, of all which I have 
hereunto put my hand & seal this tenth day of February in the 
year of our Lord one thousand six hundred and Eighty.

please. 
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AIlso to my son John Bidwell I give foure acres of my meadow 
pasture on the south endc of it to begin his measure at the old ditch 
that parts Barthleme Barnards land from say** pasture & so to goe 
eastward as far as s^ pasture reaches that way & from the south ende 
thereof northwards till foure acres be accomplished to him & his 
heirs forever, onely my wife shall have the use of halfe the s** foure 
acres during her naturail life & provided allso that my say"^ son doe 
pay Twenty-one pounds in currant country pay for the same that is to 
say Twenty shillings to the reverend Mr. John Whiting of Hartford 
which I bequeath to him & Twenty pounds to my son Joseph Bidwell 
or his heires, halfe of it at my decease & the other halfe at decease 
of my wife. Twenty pounds I doe bequeath to my son Joseph 
besides what is given him before in my will. AJlso my will is that 
whereas I have before given Twenty pounds apiece to my daughter 
Sarah House & Hanah Waddoms my will is that my daughter House 
shall have Thirty pounds & my daughter Waddoms Ten pQunds of 
the say** Forty pounds in regard of what I have already given my 
daughter Waddoms more than her sister & this Codicill I doe desire 
to be a true part & member of my last will to all intents &. that 
nothing in the former will or part of my will shall any wayes weaken 
or make voyd the same. In witness whereof I have hereunto put 
my hand & scale this ii*^ day of August, 1683.

In Colonial Records of Connecticut, between years 1678 and 1689, 
page 184, I find the following : Mrs. Sarah Haynes is plaintiff by way 
of appeale from the judgment of the Court of Assistants 3 Oct. 1685 ; 
contra John Allyn and John Bidwell defendants, which action was 
for their darning on land in Hartford belonging to the estate of Mr. 
Joseph Haines deceased & bequeathed to her by him during the 
nonage of his children ; whereby much fence of hers, corn & grass 
have been flooded & damnified & her land thereby layd open to 
her great wrong & damage to the removing of sayd dam or so much 
of it as is on sayd land and payment of £40 [pownds) damage in 
which action the Court found for the deft, cost of Court and the 
Court of Assistants, the Jury fownd for the plaintiff, Mrs. Haynes 
30 shillings and cost of Court. In the action the Court findes for 
the plaintiff 20 shillings & cost of Courts & 10 shillings annually to 
be payd by the defendants, unto Mrs. Sarah Haines till the heirs be 
of age & the dam remains. Upon the question propounded by the 
plaintiff what is to be understood by those words in the Court order 
(and the dam remains) the Court declares that it be understood if the 
dam remaines so long which the defendants have liberty to doe if 
they see cause. Cost of all the Courts is £(). 5. 6. besides the Sec- 
tys dues this Court. Same Records from 1689-1706, page 85, 
year 1692 : The Court grants liberty to Mr. Thomas Welles 
(Father-in-law of John Bidwell) to pass over one acre & — roods of 
meadow to Mrs. Bidwell the relict of John Bidwell for the heirs of 
said John Bidwell. Page 337 : Oct. 1700, Liberty & full power is
